manipulating advances in a number 
of stocks. The only point of positive 
strength in the list were in the South­ 
western railroad division. 
An effort 
was mado to revive speculative ex­ 
citement by bringing up the rumors 
of a Southwestern merger. 
During 
the period of the first retreat of the 
bears the movement in this depart­ 
ment proved an effective leadership 
in the market, led by Kansas and 
Texas preferred.

T he sta te board of health will de- 
eerve a vote of thanks lf It will teach 
us how to tre a t the w ater supply so 
that to drink it raw will not be dan­ 
gerous. 
And while we are aw aiting 
its advice and the result of its chem i­ 
cal exam inations, those who are wise 
will strain the w ater they drink and 
then boil i t 
Chunks of earth and 
m icrobes too large too pass through 
an bid-fashioned cullender can be re­ 
moved w ith ease and used for street 
building or fertilizing purposes. 
The 
rest pf th e sedim ent will settle if 
you give it tim e. T he bacteria not 
large enough to w alk to a place of 
safety can be killed by boiling the 
w ater. It is a vexatious solution of the 
problem , b ut it is the only one th a t Is 
reasonably safe.
